Many changes will 
greet students as they re¬ 
turn for the first days of 
school. The school in¬ 
stalled artificial turf on 
the soccer field, painted 
McMurray Center a new 
color, added new parking 
spots for sophomores, and 
renovated the Sunnybrook 
Advancement Office. 

Joe Davis, son of Du¬ 
gan and uncle to middle 
schoolers Frances and 
Wallen Dean, approached 
the school this spring with 
a donation for the addition 
of hi-tech artificial turf to 
the soccer field of the Du¬ 
gan Davis Track and Soc¬ 
cer Complex. 

“The generosity of the 
Davis family has made it 
possible for Harpeth Hall 
to have a state of the art 
athletic facility,” said Ms. 

Karen Schwartz, Athletic Direc¬ 
tor. 

This addition not only ben¬ 
efits the Athletic Department, but 
also the Physical Education De¬ 
partment and, most importantly, 
Maintenance. 

“Whereas a grass field requires 
regularly scheduled maintenance 
such as fertilizing, mowing, and 
irrigating, as well as time off of 
the playing area to recover, a syn¬ 
thetic turf field requires very min¬ 
imal maintenance and recovery 
time,” Ms. Schwartz said. 

Turf installation began mid-

summer and should be finished 
by Sept. 1. 

Coinciding with the field con¬ 
struction, the McMurray Building 
was painted to match the color of 
the Massey Math and Science 
Building. 

“The architects and building 
committee felt that we needed to 
‘soften’ the white on the build¬ 
ings to blend better with the brick 
buildings,” Upper School Direc¬ 
tor Jess Hill said. 

“The architects and designers 
worked hard to come up with a 
color that they felt achieved the 
softening effect.” 


The school added seventeen 
new parking spots behind the 
middle school and near the lower 
tennis courts to accommodate 
younger student drivers who 
would have been denied spots in 
previous years. 

As always, juniors and seniors 
are guaranteed parking places, but 
according to Dean of Students 
Marie Maxwell, these new spots 
should increase the number of 
sophomores receiving spots after 
the parking draw.

Karl Dean vs. Bob Clement

The run-off mayoro- 
ral race came to a close 
Aug. 2 and left two con¬ 
tenders: Bob Clement 
and Karl Dean. Despite 
the fact that there are 
fewer choices for Elec¬ 
tion 2007, Nashvillians 
must still make the deci¬ 
sion between two candi¬ 
dates running neck-in- 
neck. 

Only one-third of 
registered Davidson 
County voters are pro¬ 
jected to turn up on the 
Sept. 11 election day. 
Thus, a group of only 


100,000 people can 
make or break the im¬ 
portant decisions that 
will turn Nashville into 
a better place to live. 

According to the two 
candidates, Nashville is 
in need of many things: 
better schools, crime- 
free neighborhoods, lit¬ 
ter-free parks, and traf¬ 
fic-free roads. 

Out of five candi¬ 
dates, Bob Clement and 
Karl Dean managed to 
come out on top. The 
first race, however, 
was essentially a race 


for second place—Bob 
Clement was a solid first 
since day one. But even 
with Howard Gentry, 
Buck Dozier, and David 
Briley out of the way, 
Dean and Clement still 
have their work cut out 
for them. 

Currently, polls indi¬ 
cate that Clement will be 
Nashville’s next mayor. 
And to many, that’s no 
surprise. With his south¬ 
ern charm, familiar 
twang, and celebrity sta¬ 
tus (He was elected con¬ 
gressman in 1988 and 


his father, Frank Clem¬ 
ent, was Governor), it 
was easy for his name to 
be a well known one. 

Dean, on the other 
hand, came into the 
election virtually un¬ 
known. Hailing from 
Massachusetts, Dean 
worked under current 
Nashville Mayor Bill 
Purcell in the important 
position of director of 
the metro legal depart¬ 
ment. Prior to that, he 
held the elected office of 
Public Defender.

successor of Susan Russ. The 
team is now divided into three 
sections: Varsity, Junior Varsity, 
and the Training Team. Varsity 
girls participated in a four-day 
cross country camp at Rock Is¬ 
land, IL, in early Aug. Daily prac¬ 
tices at Vaughn’s Gap began July 
30. Meets are usually on Tuesdays 
and Saturdays, and the first meet 
of the season is Tuesday, Sept. 4 
at Steeplechase. 

The golf team has undergone 
changes under Coach Elmore 
“Moe” Hill, Jr., and a new scor¬ 
ing system for matches. Elizabeth 
Mclemore (’09) noted that prac¬ 
tices are different in that Coach 
Hill “just wants more input from 
us about what we want to do [to 
improve our game].’’Team mem¬ 
bers this year are Courtney Vick 
(’08), Alex McClure (’08), Eliza¬ 
beth Mclemore (’09) Katie Drum¬ 
monds (’10), Hannah Claybrook 
(’10), Tess Erlenbom (’10), Park¬ 
er Davis (’ll) and Emily Blevins 
(’ll). The team has already made 
its mark, triumphing over St. Ce¬ 
cilia in the first match of the sea¬ 
son. Play ends in late September. 

The soccer team perse¬ 
vered through the blazing hot 
weather of August with two-a- 
day practices under the leader¬ 
ship of Rebecca McDowell and 
Kyle Jackson. Because the field 
is undergoing a turf transforma¬ 
tion, the team holds practices on 
MBA’s auxiliary field. The team 
has 24 players, compared to last 
year’s forty-something. Seniors 
are Anna Armistead, Alison 
Geraghty, Allison Rappuhn and 
Blake Stadler. The Varsity team 
has already won against Hillsboro 
High, 11-0, and Hume-Fogg, 3-0. 
The first official game of the sea¬ 
son is against Ensworth, Aug. 28. 

The first volleyball tour¬ 
nament of the season, the Brent¬ 
wood Blastoff, took place Aug. 
18-19, and Harpeth Hall will be 
hosting the fall classic tournament 
Labor Day weekend, the first 
home game of the season. Volley¬ 
ball two-a-day practices began in 
early Aug., and the Varsity team 
participated in a four-day camp 
in Florida, where they were one 
of the best teams in their division.

But what Dean lacked in status and lo¬ 
cal connections, he made up for in his solid 
knowledge of Nashville’s most pressing is¬ 
sues. 

Some might argue that Clement’s merit is 
solely based on his celebrity status, while Dean 
came into the race as a no-name, and thus cre¬ 
ated his own merit based on his knowledge 

But what kind of people these candidates 
are is only a small part of the decision mak¬ 
ing process for Nashville voters. Issues such 
as education and public safety are on the top 
of the docket for the citizens of Davidson 
County. 


Both Clement and Dean have addressed 
these issues, and they differ on all three topics. 
When it comes to education, both candidates 
have addressed the low 70 percent graduation 
rate. 

While Clement says he is going to crack 
down on truancy and increase the police forces 
around schools, Dean says he is going to make 
school hours more flexible and install more 
arts and science programs. Dean has also spo¬ 
ken of plans to make classes smaller and hire 
better teachers for Nashville’s schools. 

When it comes to public safety, Clement 
has mainly addressed juvenile crime, while 
Dean boasts his Public Defender skills to help 


crack down on crime in general. 

“I’ve noticed that Clement has started to 
get really serious with his campaigning tac¬ 
tics,” said Anne Jacobs (’09). 

Clement has already accused Dean of being 
too friendly to criminals because of his previ¬ 
ous job as Public Defender. Dean, however, 
has chosen to remain silent. 

“Dean seems like a smart person,” said 
Lindsey O’Brien (’09). “So far he’s taken the 
high road.” 

Given the differences between these two 
candidates, Nashville has the real opportunity 
to determine which path it wants to take for 
its future.

Nuraini “Aini” R. Wulan joins 
the senior class of 2008 this year 
from East Java, Indonesia. 

Leaving her school, friends, 
spicy Indonesian food, and fam¬ 
ily for an entire year in exchange 
for the hectic life at the Bichells’ 
home, Aini has done what most 
students can’t imagine. 

“Sometimes I get headaches 
from listening to English all day,” 
Aini confessed, a week after arriv¬ 
ing in the United States. Adjust¬ 
ing to the 12 hour time difference 
seems minute compared to taking 
classes in English and acclimat¬ 
ing to an American way of life. 

Plus, American food “doesn’t 
have many taste, isn’t spicy, and 
does not take as many ingredi¬ 
ents” as Indonesian food. 

Another difficulty Aini faces 
is dog-dodging, a skill she has 
acquired since arriving in Ten¬ 
nessee. Dog spit is considered 
najis 9 something that when con¬ 
tacted with “make[s] your body 
unholy.” 

Due to this Indonesian cul¬ 
tural practice, Aini must stay 
away from Hank, the unusually 
bouncy and hyper Bichell dog. 
Should she ever touch the dog, 
Aini would need to go through 
extensive cleansing, including 
“washing] with sand for seven 
times and then again with water.” 

Najis extends beyond house¬ 
hold pets. “When females have 
menstrual periods, they have Na¬ 
jis and so they don’t pray,” Aini 
explained. But najis doesn’t stop 
Muslim women from participat¬ 
ing in other activities during that 
month. 

Outside of school, Aini sings, 
cooks, and takes traditional Indo¬ 
nesian dance classes. 

“I love dancing very much, 
especially traditional dancing, 
but also modem,” said Aini. She 
brought her traditional dance 
costume, which took four family 
members and a full week of sew¬ 
ing sequins to complete. 

Even though she will not be 
able to watch “the best Korean se¬ 
rial drama,” Princess Hours, Aini 
will continue to practice some of 
her usual interests and customs 
in Nashville, but in a modified 
American form. 

She hopes to pursue dancing 
and singing at Harpeth Hall and 
has already cooked an Indonesian 
meal for a family of seven. 

Aini’s native Indonesia is 
home to the largest Muslim popu¬ 
lation in the world. A follower 
of Islam herself, Aini keeps to a 
conservative dress code and prays 
five times a day. 

At home, it’s easy for her to 
adhere to the prayer schedule, 
for a muezzin alerts the time and 
her school has a built-in mosque. 
Here, on the other hand, Aini may 
have to pray during lunch or ex¬ 
cuse herself from

The Spice Girls, 90’s British 
pop sensation, have reunited and 
will perform in concerts world¬ 
wide this winter. 

Tickets are still unavailable, 
but concert dates have been set; 
the first being in Vancouver, Can¬ 
ada on Dec. 2. 

The Spice Girls will be rock¬ 
ing in five continents including 
New York City Dec. 11. 

Dozens of Facebook groups 
have already formed celebrating 
the reunion.

“Ginger Spice was my favor¬ 
ite Spice Girl, I was so mad she 
was the one to break them up,” 
said Madeleine Byrd (’09). 

Though the remaining four¬ 
some produced albums until 
2000, all eventually defected to 
pursue solo careers. 

The only Spice Girl that still 
commands some star power is 
Victoria Beckham, formerly 
Victoria Adams. 

Now better known for her 
soccer star husband, David 
Beckham, than for her girl- 
power anthem and Posh Spice 
days, Beckham recently made 
headlines when her family left 
the UK for America. 

“Yeah, [the reunion] is going 
to be kind of weird because Posh 
is so different,” said Lacy Bro- 
emel (’09), but despite individu¬ 
al changes, fans’ enthusiasm for 
the band’s music and girl-power 
anthem hasn’t ebbed.

Ambassadors work closely with 
the Sunnybrook office throughout the 
year as well. Despite its importance to 
the school, the office, based in a house 
purchased by the school in 1998, had al¬ 
ways been a bit cramped and less func¬ 
tional than ideal. 

“Our old conference table couldn’t 
hold all of us at meetings,” said Ms. 
Elizabeth Moore, Director of Alumnae 
Relations. The renovations address the 
issue of space with new furnishings, 
paint, carpet, lighting, storage space, and 
office space. Though there have been no 
expansions, walls have been removed in 
order to better use the available space. 

“We have lots of Alums, parents, and 
volunteers of all sorts coming to the of¬ 
fice. We wanted to make them feel like 
this was part of the campus, not just a 
house outside of it,” said Ms. Moore. 

According to those at the Advance¬ 
ment Office, the new renovations have 
succeeded in increasing its professional 
appearance and functionality, as do the 
field and painting improvements.
